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MARINE FORECAST CONTENT
Synopsis: Located at the beginning of the marine
forecast, it describes location and intensity of weather
systems which will affect Alaskan waters and indicates
what their movements will be during forecast period.

Wind Speed: The predominant winds expected over
open water, given in knots. Gusts are mentioned when
they are expected to be much higher than average winds.
Due to the rugged coastline of Alaska, considerable
local variations from forecast winds are possible.

Wind Direction: The direction from which the wind is
blowing. Direction is based on true north, not magnetic
bearings.

Sea State: The average of the highest one-third of the

waves expressed as a combination of wind wave and

swell height, given in feet. Wind waves are waves
enerated by local winds, and swells are long waves
ormed from a distant storm.
